had given him and hie coileagne, which 
he addmitted was a good deal better than 
they were given to expect from the many 
expressions of our member, Mr. Wells, 
who had given them to understand that 
Columbia riding wasa solid Wells con 
etituency. However, they bad ventured 
into biedomain and now arrived at the 
conclusion that it would not be aeking a 
complete sacrifice of the man who may 
be requested to contest this riding when 
the time for another election came about 
as they had been led to fear. The Prem- 
fer went on to say he now had every 
reason to believe that when that time 
arrived the Conservative banner would 
sweep through to certain victory. 

The Premier then launched out into a 
glowing account of how the firet Coneer- 
vative Government had taken hold ol 
the affairs of the province when its con- 
dition had ebbed to low tide, when the 
banke had refused the Government any 
credit and when the banks would not 
honor ite checke for even a few dollars, 
From euch a condition the Conservatives 
had rescued the province and put itupon 
w sound business basis and even bad « 
respectable eurplue toshow, This had 
to be done by the unpopular method of 
increasing taxes and cutting down ex- 
penses in every department. The critic- 
ism that followed thie policy had been 
expected, and 00 had the better times. 
The result of thie policy was now evident 
in every industry; the banke now hon- 
ored all cheques and drafte aud their 
managere were clogaent in their praises 
of the Government's stacding, confi- 
dence had been restored, capitalists were 
eceking aud obtaining investments in 
the province, more miles of railway were

It will 
not be so very long until you will have 
two railwaye.

In glowing terms he pictured 
the growth of the fruit industry in Weat 
Kootenay aud predicted even greater 
things for Columbia valley. He pointed 
to the steady advance in metals and as 
sured his hearers that canitaliet will not

“The definite announcement that steps are to be taken 
at once to constitute Vancouver the port of shipment for 
much of the wheat proluced in the new western provinces 
makes for the realization of hopes which have been enter- 
tained here for some years now. That the harvests of 
Alberta must eventually find their route to the foreign 
market by way of the Pacific has been the fixed conviction 
of all who have studied the conditions in the West. The 
railway transportation is shorter, and yearly the question 
of cheap haulage through the mountains to the coast is 
becoming less difficult of solution. The opening up, of the 
great markets in the Orient is inviting the enterprise of 
our national corporations, and is offering us a market 
which must become larger and more valuable as time goes 
by. It is in the preparation for taking advantage of oppor- 
tunities which already exist and which are so rapidly 
expanding that as people we will display the wisdom which 
will result in a great future trade. When we consider that 
from the eastern boundaries of Alberta to the Pacific coast 
the distance is considerably shorter than it is from the same 
point tu Fort William, that by the western route but one 
transhipment is required, and that after leaving Vancouver 
the course is entirely by water, we must perceive that we 
will finally possess an advantage over the uld direction 
eastward.” 

The foregoing is extracted from the Vancouver Pro- 
vince, and is submitted as another strong reason fur the 
early completion of the Kootenay Central Railway. It is 
well known that on the main line the C. P. R. now has all 
the freight it can handle over the Big Hill, and it is also 
quite as well known that it will not pay to carry wheat by 
the Crows Nest road to Kootenay Landing and the many 
transhipments before it reaches the main line. Therefore, 
it is only reasonable to expect that the only other all rail 
route will be utalized for this purpose, especially when a 
good grade can be got and a saving effected in the cost of 


running expenses over the K.C.R. as against the route over 
the Big Hill,

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“rhe visit of Premier McBride and Chief Commissioner 
Green to this valley should result in much good and the 
hearty reception‘accorded them should be ana, we believe, 
was appreciated by them. Their visit was of short duration 
and they saw little of the country, yet they admitted that 
they were most favorably impressed and that they had had 
little idea that such a magnificent stretch of country exist- 
ed in this part. Baseing their arguments on the results 
of what they had seen in other portions of the province 
they were more optimistic in their expressions than even 
the most enthusiastic of our old-timers, especially as to the 
future of our agricultural and horticultural resources. 
On the one thing of greatest importance to the valley they 
certainly made themselves very clear, and that was that 
they would not grant any aid to the Kootenay Central 
Railway. This point is now settled so far as their ad- 
ministration is concerned and it is at least a good thing to 
know that it is definately settled, and all will know what 
to expect. The K. C. R. people have now no longer any 
reason to hold back with the expectation of assistance from 


the Legislature, and it may be expected they will soon an- 
nounce their intentions.
